The French DX Bulletin LNDX states that from January 15th 
through December 31st, the stations from Azerbaijan may use the prefix 4KA and 4JA instead 
of 4K and 4J. The Radio Club from Baku may use the 4K80ADR (Azerbaidjan Democratic 
Republic) for celebrating the country's 80 years of independence. 


5H, TANZANIA. Dave Heil, K8MN, currently signing OH2/K8MN from downtown 
Helsinki, informed OPDX this past weekend his next assignment (and last before he retires) 
will take him to Tanzania. Dave and his wife Leila will leave OH-land in July. Then they will 
spend several months in the U.S. before they travel to Dar Es Salaam in early autumn. Dave 
hopes to receive a callsign ending with "US" or "MN" once again. This will be their fourth 
African assignment. Dave has been active as JS2US, 9L1US and A22MN.
